"Wither the constitution provision 
nor the MMM adoptetl to carry Into 
effect Its pruvlalona requires more 
than a majority of thoae voting at the 
election to give their assent In order 
to authorize the Indohtedncss to be 
Incurred." 

Majority Is fcMkJfc 

Section 157 of the conalltulion 
amended In 100!», required two-third* 
of those voting to carry the proposi- 
tion, but the road bond amendment 
says nothing nbout the iiinjorlty neces- 
sary. This (mention wns not raised In 
the Fayette case, as the bonds had 
more than two-thirds tt the vote- 
cast, hut the contention was made 
that two-thirds of all the voters of 
| the county did not vole for It. After 
I passing upon litis point. Judge Hurl 
went further and said a mere ma- 
jority is sufficient. 

None of the counties in which bond 
issues carried but failed of a two- 
thirds vote, have brought the question 
tiquarely before the court, and In some 
of them officials, believing the election 
| lost, have done nothing for several 
months toward issuing the bonds, 
while I'nlaskl has voted $300,000 bond 
issues three tinles, but the 5 per cent 
limit of rourse .will prevcnl the coun- 
ty issuing |MMM In road bonds.

Department of Agriculture Jutt Com. 
plated an Investigation, Results 
of Which Are Publiahsd In 
Recent Bulletin. 

(Prepared hy the Vnlted States Depart- 
mi'iil lit Agriculture.) 

More and larger flocks of sheep are 
necessary to the full development of 
profitable agriculture In the middle 
and eastern states. I'nder present 
conditions sheep raising in this coun- 
try haa not proved as attractive as 
In Australia and New Zealand, and in 
consequence the department of agri- 
culture has recently conducted sn in- 
vestigation, the results of which havs 
just been published in Hullutin 313, 
into the basic principles of the In- 
dustry lu those countries. 

In New Zealand, says this bulletin, 
sheep raising is conducted on lines 
midway between thoso followed In 
our furming stales and those in the 
range states, lu Australia the sheep 
industry Is, in the main, what would 
bo called in America a "range propo- 
sition." With a total land area of 
a little more than the state of Wyo- 
ming, New Zealand baa about 24.500,- 
000 sheep as against 4,500.nt)0 In Wyo- 
ming. Tho average size of the New 
Zealand flock Is now 1.124 and seven- 
eighths of the Bheep are In flocks of 
more than 500 head each. In Wyo- 
ming the average size of tho tlock Is 
nearly 3.000 head. Prom one to eight

sheep per acre are maintained In New 
Zealand on land which has been 
plowed and sown la artificial grasses. 
If the laud has been aurface. sown 
without plowing, this number is re- 
duced to from one-half to two sheep 
per acre. Land valued as high as 
$150 an acre bus been profitably kept 
in grass for grazing alone, and near- 
ly om-half of tho occupied area Is 
used mainly for sheep. The impor- 
tant place thus occupied by sheep in 
New Zealand is declared to he evi- 
dence of the possibilities of profit from 
vuluahlt) land devoted to well-managed 
flocks The nine of these flocks In- 
sures for them an interest and care 
which is not so frequent in the farm- 
ing slates in America. 

lu Australia conditions more near- 
ly resemble those In the American 
range stales. Much of the Australian 
land now used for sheep growing is 
destined to be devoted to farming, and 
the government Is taking an active 
part in assiatiiig this development. In 
the meantime, land Is plentiful and 
the flocks have much space in which 
to run. There is, however, one funda- 
mental and important difference be- 
tween the management of the range In 
Australia and In tho United States. 
No Australian sheep owner is permit- 
ted to use the public domain without 
charge. On the other hand, ha is 
In no danger of having his land 
grazed by other persons' flocks. I'n-

to he urgently needed. 



raising In Australia differs from that 
Ml the American range. In Australia, 
he flocks are not kept collided and 
trader the care of herdem. but are 
Into "paddocks" which vary 
S.000 to 10,000 acres In size. Here 
they are left to run at will under prac- 
tically natursl conditions. In many 
cases they are only rounded up once 
a year for shesring. Even at lambing 
time (hero Is little necossity for at 
tent Ion. This plan not only lessens 
labor— a difficult problem In all parts 
of Australia — but puts the sheep Into 
better condition than when they are 
In charge of even the best herders. 
On the other hand, tho fencing of 
the sheep run is, of course, an added 
expense, hut this is considered as less 
Imporlsnt thsn the advantages al- 
ready named. 

The greatest difference of all, how- 
ever, between tho American ami Aus- 
tralian sheep Industries is probably 
to be found In the handling of the 
wool after It has been shorn. In Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand the wool al- 
most Invariably remains the property 
of the grower until it is sold to tho 
manufacturer. Under this system the 
cost of actually shearing tho sheep Is 
only about one-half of tho amount 
which the grower expends In prepar- 
ing his wool for market. He himself 
divides the clip into various lots, and 
the grading Is done with unlformity 
and exactness. Ovcrclassing, however. 
Is avoided. In ono Queensland shed 
10,000 two-yoarold wethers were 
shorn and tho clip divided Into 11 
classes. In a New South Wales flock 
of 7,000 head composed of ewes, year 
ling ewes and rams, 2S classes wero 
made, but this Is probably an instance 
of overclassing. 

Despite the expenso that this prac- 
tice Involves, the Australian is firm- 
ly convinced that he realizes more for 
his wool by selling it In such a num- 
ber of distinct lots that tho manufac 
turer can find exactly the kind of 
wool he needs for a particular fabric 
and can buy that wool alone. An addi- 
tional advantage Is the opportunity 
that this system allows of enabling the 
grower to determine the profit that he 
makes from each particular type of 
sheep and wool. 



YOUNG STEERS FOR FEEDING 



Two-Year-Olds Mske Best Feeders for 
Average Farmer— Neighbors 
Ought to Work Together. 

It Is highly important that the 
young steers selected for feeding an- 
of tho right sort. With the present 
prices of feedstuffs and labor, econ- 
omy is necessary to eliminate loss and 
wasto If the feeding operations are 
to be profitable. 

Scrub feeding cattle ore rapidly be- 
coming a thing of tho past. It is 
money out of the pocket to put good 
feed Into a "robber" steer. The pros- 
eut demand Is for feeds of In^h qual- 
ity. A steer with a low, hlocky, wide, 
round body, with short lens and wldo 
back, with a broad muzzle and short 
hcud, a large roomy middle, showing 
ample room for consumption of largo 
quantities of food and with BjM thick 
soft hair has every Indication of being 
a profitable feeder. 

Two-year-olds make tho best feedera 
for the average farmer. Such cattle 
cau seldom be beaten when it comes 
to rapid end economical profits. 
Three-year-olds, provided tlicy be pur- 
chased reasonably, are sometimes 
used to advantage but us a rule two- 
year-olds make more rapid guins than 
do the older ones. In selecting footl- 
ing steers it should be kept in mind 
that a uniform lot of cattle always 
takes the eye of the buyer and sells 
st a fancy price. Thus, you see the 
necessity of feeding steers of like 
shape, color and breed. To secure 
this kind of steers purebred beef 
males should be used. Neighbors in 
a corn, beef and bog district ought to 
co-operate and follow similar lines, if 
best results sre to be secured. 

After selecting the right sort of 
steers for feeding purposes the next 
point Is, to feed them off as quickly 
as possible.

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TO PURIFY DRINKING WATER 

More or Less Danger from Typhoid 
Fever and Dysentery in Using 
Water From Ditches. 

(By W. O. BOCK ETT. Colorado Experi- 
ment Station.) 

Wherever ditch water Is used for 
drinking purposes Its use Is always 
attended with more or less danger 
from typhoid fever and dysentery. This 
risk ran be considerably reduced by 
treating the water with hypochlorite 
of lime or bleaching powder, which 
can be purchased In one-pound sealed 
packages from any dug store for about 
35 cents per pound. W'ster In at litems 
may be treated as follows: 

For S.000 gallons place one ounce of 
the bleaching powder (so-called "chlo- 
ride of lime") In * vessel containing 
approximately two gallons of water; 
stir rapidly for about one minute; al- 
low It to stand for five minutes so 
that the Insoluble part of the lime will 
settle to the bottom: pour the solution 
into the cistern containing the ditch 
water, and by means of a long paddle 
stir vigorously so as to mix the hypo- 
chlorite of lime thoroughly with the 
water. After 30 minutes the water may 
be used.
